Jacxsox, Miss, Beptembear 4 —There
s o law in operation in this State ap-
proved, which provides for a Coanty
Board of H.alh in Harrison coun'y,
and confers upon that bo.rd exclusive
jnriedic'ion over the water front, The
Stats Board of Health of Migslsippi
therefore has no authority wha'ever to
enforce any gquarentine regulations
along the water front of that county to
prevent the introduction of epidemics
through that chanoel. The Btate
Board of Heaith, however, bas au-
thority under the law relating o it 1o
take charge of any locality in the
State where ar. epidemicor contagions
d saase makes i's appearance, and un-
der this authority it is now actiog at
Biloxi. The firat information received
by the Stats Board of IHealth of the ex-
istence of the sicknees at Biloxi wes a
telegram from the pecretary of the
Jackson County Board of Health, re-
ceived on Beptember lat, and steps
were immedistely taken to enforce the
necaeeary measurés of prevention.
The State Board has an inspector on
duty, the infscted district has been
gquaranteed and disinfection practiced.
Nothing will be lelt undone and mno
expenss spared to control the disease,
ample means being at the command of
the board, Up 1o last accounts fiftecn
cases of the disease had occarred since
the beginniog of the sickaess. The
officers of the Btate Boa d are efficient,
energotic aocd rellable, and have
omitied no duty in the premises
